HE new Hire Purchase Order 
(S.T. 39 of 1950) has brought the 
Hire Purchase Trade Association a 
number of questions from 
furnishers. 
In their current 
deal with some of 
Here they are: 


That Word “Writing” 


S.I. 39 of 1950 has now been in 
operation some two months and 
there has, therefore, been rather 
more time in which to discover and 
consider those matters which have 
given rise to difficulty 

The wording of the Order has 
made many traders wonder whether 
“writing” implies handwriting. It 
will be remembered that article 2, 
sub-paragraph 3, of the Order 
specifies in the case of a hire pur- 
chase or long term credit sale agree- 
ment that the agreement shall be 
an agreement “made in writing.” 

This means simply that there 
must be a visible record of the 
agreement. 

The agreement can, of course, be 
typewritten or printed—it certainly 
could be handwritten, but this seems 
a somewhat laborious process—it 
could, it is supposed, even be pro- 
duced by some _ photographic 
process. 

The whole point of the thing is 
that the terms upon which the 
goods have been sold, or rather 
more properly, hired, shall be 
available to the Court or the 
Board of Trade in order to ascer- 
tain whether there has indeed 
been some breach of Control or 
not. 

To summarise, it is perfectly in 
order to use a_ printed standard 
agreement form and to fill this in 
on a typewriter or by any other 
means 


Short Term Credit Sale Agreements 


One other matter which seems to 
have caused a certain amount of 
difficulty is the question of whether 
a short term credit sale agreement 
needs to be in writing 

There are two points to be con 
sidered here. Under the Order, it 
is clear that there is no necessity for 
a short term credit sale agreement 
to be in writing. The Order only 
requires a 124 per cent down pay- 
ment, certain specified periods and 
a maximum service charge. There 
is no question of writing.

For long term credit sale agree- 
ments, as we have already said, the 
Order does specify writing 

This, however, is not all; the Hire 
Purchase Act, 1938, makes it clear 
that a short term credit sale agree- 
ment over £5 0s. Od. which is not in 
writing is not enforceable. Let it be 
quite clear, however, that this does 
not mean that an unwritten credit 
sale agreement for, say, £6 Os. Od 
is illegal. 

This is certainly not the case, and 
it is perfectly in order to make a 
short term credit sale agreement for 
any amount without having a writ 
ten agreement, but, and once again 
we repeat, the Court may well 
refuse to enforce the agreement un 
less it is in-writing 

The Association has made several 
representations. to the Board of 
Trade with regard to the require- 
ment in schedule 3, paragraph 3, of 
the Order which requires that “if 
the Agreement relates to both price 
controlled goods and other goods 
the total retail cash price and the 
total Hire Purchase price of (a) the 
price controlled goods and (b) those 
other goods shall be separately 
stated.” 

The Association has pointed out 
that this requirement has little prac- 
tical utility in its present form 
beyond giving traders a considerable 
amount of additional work 

The Association has therefore 
urged that the Order be amended 
so that only the cash prices need be 
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stated separately, one total hire 
purchase price being, in the Associa- 
tion’s view, perfectly satisfactory 
for the purpose of discovering 
whether an overcharge has been 
made In connection with these 
representations we understand that 
an early amendment of the Order is 
not only possible, but is indeed 
likely 
Other Questions 


Chere has been a number of other 
minor matters, but none of these 
merit discussion in this place. There 
is, however, one final aspect, and 
that is the question, once again, of 
the word “solely” in section 2, 
sub-paragraph 2, section 2, sub- 
paragraph 3, and section 3, sub- 
paragraph 2. 

It will not be necessary for us to 
remind readers of the significance 
of this word, which has, we su 
pose, caused more trouble than aa 
other in the various Orders. £ 

It will be recalled that represent 
tions were made, some time ago,

A VERY large proportion of 
the furniture shown at the 
Earls Court Exhibition in March 
contained plywood. In fact lamin- 
ation has for many years been 
one of the processes most vital 
to the furniture manufacturer. 


HERE have been many important 
developments in this field, and 

only recently an American furniture 
manufacturer (reported in the World 
issue February 10) commented on the 
strides England has made in ply- 
wood and glue technology as a 
result of war-time experience in 
producing wooden aeroplanes 

For those manufacturers who 
want to keep abreast of the progress 
in plywood, a comprehensive book 
on the subject has just been pub- 
lished 

Its 547 pages are packed with 
information on the best and most 
economical methods of handling 
plywood, and more than 500 illustra- 
tions and diagrams adequately cover 
its uses and the latest equipment 

The authors, Andrew Wood and 
Thomas Linn, in this revised edition 
et lywoods ” (W. & A. K 
Johnston, Ltd., price 40s.), recom- 
mend that, in all hot pressing, three

With the modern equipment which 
is now available, say the authors, 
there is no excuse for irregular or 
uneven cutting of veneer, and, as it 
is only poorly cut stock which 
demands excessive pressure, eo 
of this nature should be rectified i 
the cutting. 

Dealing with shaped and moulded 
they point out that for 
decorative work, plywood can be 
made to practically any shape pro- 
vided the manufacturer is given some 
latitude in respect of thickness and 
construction, 


Three Ways of Bonding 


The bonding of the veneers may 
be effected in one of three ways: 
(1) on a ratchet or hydraulic press, 
using specially shaped male and 
female forms or moulds, and rigid 
pressure; (2) by what is known as the 
vacuum process, in which one form 
only and a rubber bag or sheet is 
required; or (3) on specially con- 
structed shaping and moulding 
presses or pressure cylinders (auto- 
claves) whereby fluid pressure is 
exerted 

In a chapter on plywood in furni- 
ture manufacture, the authors say 
that for quality pieces finished in rich 
veneers, akoumé. or = alder-faced 
laminboards have enabled the designer 
and craftsmen to create furniture of 
artistic merit and a beauty of line 
which must remain a feature of 
twentieth-century design

Rules for the Ply Store 


The plywood store must be dry 
and airy and, wherever possible, 
temperature and humidity should be 
controlled, as rapid changes are most 
harmful to plywoods. 

The outer walls and roof of the 
building may be constructed of any 
of the usual media so long as special 
care is taken to prevent condensation 
and to ensure reasonably good insula- 
tion throughout the interior. 

The floor of the store must be 
soundly constructed ; wood, cement or 
one of the proprietary jointles¢ 
floorings will answer equally well, as 
long as precaution has been taken t@ 
avoid all risk of damp-penetration 
from the sub-soil, 

The chapter discusses the need for 
a strong floor, and continues: “ The 
shock-load caused during the un- 
loading of high piles is another 
factor which must be kept in mind.
